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Pippin at Tabor 
A Musical Theater Experience

The wet February snow came down, the road was 
impossible to see in the evening dark, and the far-off des- 
tination, Tabor Academy, felt impossible to reach. Would 
getting there be worth the trouble? I wasn't so sure. 

The reason for going was to see their annual win- 
ter musical. This year's being the highly acclaimed Pippin, 
with music and lyrics by Stephen Schwartz (who also 
wrote the song and lyrics for Godspell) and the book by 
Roger O. Hirson. Pippin opened on Broadway in 1972 and 
ran for just under 2000 performances. Tabor Academy's 
production was directed by John M. Heavy with musical 
director David Home. 

Tabor bravely chose this complex musical, requir- 
ing incredible student involvement and talent, and sched- 
uled the show for February 19-21, 2009. There would be 
singing and dancing, an orchestra would play in the pit, 
a set would need to be constructed, the lights would need 
to be positioned and run. Tickets, costumes, advertise- 
ment, late nights, endless rehearsals... 

They pulled it off. Brilliantly. The entire two and 
a half hour long show was filled with talented singers and 
dancers, the score was catchy and fresh and the players 
delivered their roles with humor and passion. It is not al- 
ways so easy to find such energetic entertainment in cold, 
I'm-so-sick-of -winter February. 

The show opened in darkness, and the lights went 
up to reveal the stage full; it seemed all 47 cast members 
were there, in a song and dance routine. The play's theme 
was Pippin's quest for meaning in life. He struggled with

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his family members, the King, his second wife and other 
son, as well as a love interest and her son in the second 
act. Pippin finds himself left always unsatisfied, as he 
continues to search high and low for a source of extraor- 
dinary fulfillment. The play is unusual and exciting, with 
fantastic, unrealistic concepts made believable for the 
audience. The audience even becomes a part of the show. 

In talking with a few of the stars of the show, I 
learned that Colby E. Morgan, who played the title role, 
Pippin, was no stranger to the stage. Colby has been at 
Tabor Academy for two years, and in that time has per- 
formed in four plays. Colby claimed that Tabor has been 
working on Pippin since November, which means that 
they have completed something magnificent in a mere 
three and a half months. 

Ms. Olivia Forshtay, one of the two "Leading 
Players", a role which carried the storyline along through 
singing, talked to me about the audition process. Olivia 
explained that it was the "longest audition process. It 
lasted four or five days; a couple days were for acting, 
one for singing, and one for dancing." Apparently Olivia 
shone in all areas, for her role required her to be expert 
all around. Her singing in particular was a clear soprano, 
always in tune and in time and blending incredibly well 
with the other "Leading Player", played by Joanie Payne. 

Tabor Academy's Pippin, with all its glitter and 
energy, was a sure crowd pleaser. While is can be an im- 
mense challenge to blend together the right sound and 
vision with such a large cast and long play, Tabor did it. 
The cold, dark drive over proved worth it. I am anticipat- 
ing their next production already, but first, they should 
enjoy the post-production euphoria they deserve.

Mattapoisett Police Officer Mitch Suzan was on 
hand for the unveiling of the Mattapoisett Council on Ag- 
ing's new entrance at Center School on Monday. Officer 
Suzan also conducted his monthly question and answer 
session with town senior citizens. 

The entrance, which faces Barstow Street, is south 
of the main entrance to the school. Although the door 
will be locked, a desk attendant will be nearby to allow 
visitors in. All visitors will be required to sign in and out 
and will wear yellow lanyards to signify they are with the 
Council. 

Officer Suzan, who is also the town's Elderly Af- 
fair's Officer, began the meeting by discussing with the 
eleven people in attendance what to do in case they or 
someone else is having a heart attack and how the town's 
9-1-1 system operates. Several in attendance were slightly 
misinformed over the hospital options they have once in 
an ambulance. 

Officer Suzan, who is an EMT, assured the seniors 
that once a non-private ambulance picks you up in Mat- 
tapoisett, you can either go to Tobey or St. Luke's. The 
declining healthcare situation was talked about frequently 
between those in attendance.

The date for filing the required papers to run for 
office in this year's Rochester Town Election passed at the 
end of the business day on Wednesday, February 18. A 
total of fifteen people will be running for office on April 8, 
2009. The polling place for the elections will be the Senior 
Center on Dexter Lane with the polls being open from 
8:00 a.m. until 8:00 p.m. 

Incumbent Selectman Dan McGaffey will be chal- 
lenged for his seat on the Board by Town Clerk Naida 
Parker, herself a former Selectman, in what promises to be 
a very heated and much talked about race. 

Mr. McGaffey said that he is very proud of what 
he and his fellow selectmen have been able to accomplish 
over the past three years, especially in light of the current 
economic conditions. Mr. McGaffey said he is running 
for re-election because, "I Think that we are in the midst 
of really tough times as our discussion tonight (during 
the selectmen's meeting) suggested. I have invested a 
lot of time learning what one has to do with concerns 
towards the budget and the Town of Rochester. I find 
this a wonderful board to work with and I feel one of our 
greatest accomplishments is that we have been able to 
transform the business team in this town so that when the 
accountants come in we really don't have to worry about 
it.

being spent and I feel that is a major accomplishment." 
He went on to say "When you are a new selectmen you 
don't always know what it is that all of the people who 
work for the town do for a living and I have been very 
pleased to learn how hard our police chief works, our 
highway surveyor works, our fire chief works. One of the 
things that people keep talking about are grants and why 
do we get grants. We get them because of the hard work 
of all of the department heads and I would like to see that 
they get more recognition. We have probably gotten at 
least $100,000 worth of grants that no one has heard about 
and people need to be given credit because they all take 
a lot of hard work to get and the people of town should 
know how hard these people are working to save their tax 
money. So, I look forward to another three years of work- 
ing with these people and keeping the job that we have 
been doing going." 

Ms. Parker would like to see the Board of Select- 
men meet more frequently citing, in her view, the need 
of the townspeople to have access to the leaders of the 
Town's government.

course in today's economy it might be harder to do those 
things. We are going to need a team approach and we are 
going to have to get the citizens more involved because it 
is their tax dollars that we are spending and to spend that 
money wisely it takes more than meeting just two times 
per month/' 

In other races Jeff Eldridge will run unopposed 
for the position of Tree Warden.

the Town of Rochester/' Mr. Denham replied, "we talk to 
approximately 10 veterans from Rochester each year. My 
job is to make sure that veterans get the services that they 
are entitled to." In addition to federal law, Chapter 115 of 
the Massachusetts General Laws governs matters relat- 
ing to veterans in the Commonwealth, and is in addition 
to federal law. "What kind of outreach are you able to do 
for Rochester veterans," Selectman McGaffey asked. "We 
don't do a lot of outreach, but being part-time, there is 
not much we can do," Mr. Denham replied. Mr. Denham 
noted that he is in his office in the Mattapoisett Town Hall

Mr. LaCamera presented a summary of the 
Board's actions of January 29, 2009 relating to the licens- 
ing of dogs in the Town. The summary was prepared for 
the Board by Police Chief Magee. Chief Magee told The 
Wanderer that progress so far in 2009 with dog licensing is 
good. "I think the extra publicity in the media, including 
your newspaper, has helped a lot," Chief Magee said. 

Chief Magee announced to the Board that Town 
police officer John Barnes has officially retired, and that 
a replacement would be sought in the normal course of 
operations. 

The Board met with the Town Finance Commit- 
tee at 7:33 pm to consider Fiscal Year 2010 budget mat- 
ters. Mr. LaCamera presented a summary of the financial 
situation as it currently exists, indicating a total avail- 
able to spend in Fiscal Year 2010 of $16,137,811, against 
a preliminary budget amount of $16,154,188, leaving a

negative difference of $16,377. These figures reflect sub- 
stantial decreases in state aid, along with increases in local 
receipts (primarily due to SEMASS). No consideration 
of so-called " federal economic stimulus monies" was 
taken, since these figures are unknown at this time. The 
preliminary budget assumes no additional staff hiring for 
2010, the maintenance of existing staff and services, an 
estimated receipt of $59,000 attributable to the proposed 
one percent increase in the hotel and meals tax statewide, 
a proposed telecommunications tax statewide on wire- 
less services yielding Rochester approximately $39,000, 
wage increases only as provided in existing contracts, step 
increases only as provided in the personnel compensa- 
tion plan, and no COLA increase for Town employees. 
Mr. LaCamera noted that due to conservative estimates 
used by the Town, "free cash," as certified by the Com- 
monwealth of Massachusetts, is actually $132,807 higher 
than the preliminary budget allows, and that the Town's 
stabilization fund currently has a balance of $1,396,781. 
After some discussion regarding projected savings in both 
the health insurance and transportation areas by the Old 
Rochester Regional School District, the Board directed Mr. 
LaCamera to write to ORR on behalf of the Town, making 
clear that the Board expects a proportional return of any 
such savings directly to the Town. 

In the Town Administrator's report, Mr. LaCam- 
era noted that there are now new state regulations, effec- 
tive on March 1, 2009, regarding trenches. He said that 
the Town Building Department has all of the necessary 
information for those interested in the new regulations. 

Mr. LaCamera noted that there are several region- 
al meetings taking place over the coming ten days, includ- 
ing one with Lieutenant Governor Murray on February 
26, one with the MMA on February 27, and a meeting of 
area towns in Dartmouth on March 5.

DOGS AND PICKUP TRUCKS 

My dog loves to ride in the cargo area of our pickup truck. 
He is a big dog with a heavy coat. My question is how cold is 
too cold to let him travel in the back? 
I fear that you may be worried about garter snakes in 
a rattle snake pit. Hundreds of dogs die annually from 
jumps from pickup truck cargo beds. Dogs see another 
dog and want to play, they lean over the edge too far 
or are thrown out during an emergency avoidance ma- 
neuver or accident. Fractured legs are also common. 

If you must keep the dog in the cargo bed con- 
sider a cap. It will provide safety from jumping as well 
as windchill. 

The temperature that can be tolerated by any 
specific dog varies massively and depends to a large 
degree on acclimation. A dog that is kept outdoors in a 
dog house will be able to stand much colder conditions 
for longer than a housepet.

To the Editor: 

A petition has been approved and is to be pre- 
sented at a Special Town Meeting on March 3, 2009. The 
petition calls for a $5,500,000 sewer expansion project for 
portions of Mattapoisett Neck. The proposal addresses the 
needs of primarily Antassawamock and Marshmere. 

It is my understanding, and in layman's terms, 
the plan calls for a re-engineering effort, then the instal- 
lation of a pressure operated pipe. The pipe is smaller 
than the pipe proposed for the project last year. Any 
future hookup, although physically possible, necessitates 
a costly engineering effort. Because the pipe would be 
at almost full capacity and cannot be easily interrupted, 
connection stubs would not be installed for every house- 
hold it passes. Sewer service to any future Neck areas 
would require the installation of a second sewer pipe on 
the Mattapoisett Neck Road. The need for water service to 
the Neck has not been addressed in the current expansion

Why do I watch the Oscars every year? They so seldom get it right; even when 
they slip up and actually nominate something original and intelligent, the award 
usually goes to something else. (Exception: last year's trophies for No Country for Old 
Men.) But I watch anyway, out of habit, I guess. I didn't have much of a rooting interest 
in this year's ceremony, aside from Mickey Rourke and VJALL*E. But I watched. 

• I now have to live with the knowledge that Slumdog Millionaire, the year's 
overrated ode to "destiny," now has eight Oscars, including Best Picture, Director, 
and Adapted Screenplay. Notably absent from awards recognition: any of the actors. 
Indeed, aside from Resul Pookutty (one of three who won for Best Sound Mixing) and 
A.R. Rahman (Best Score and Song), the faces at the podium were all lily-white. 

• Big disappointment of the night: Mickey Rourke's loss. Nothing against Sean 
Penn; he did a fine job reanimating Harvey Milk. But Perm already has an Oscar, 
and this was probably Rourke's last best shot at one. Also, I wanted to hear Rourke's 
acceptance speech, since the one he gave at the Independent Film Channel Awards 
(www.youtube.com/ watch?v=og3tN7P6oKI) was the funniest such speech ever 
given. 

• Hugh Jackman acquitted himself well enough, though two musical numbers 
were probably one too many. Jackman didn't do anything very embarrassing or 
inappropriate or, well, memorable. This means he'll likely be asked back again next 
year. 

• The Rodney Dangerfield "I Get No Respect" award goes to Best 
Cinematography, during which the nominees' names were laughed over when Ben 
Stiller (in bearded Joaquin Phoenix drag) wandered the stage like John McCain. A 
better idea would've been to have Christian Bale hand out the award and then yell at 
the winner for five minutes. 

• What crack-addled monkey was working the camera during the In 
Memoriam segment? Often, the camera pulled back so far we couldn't see who was 
on the auditorium screen or read the names. Next year, just play the clips for those of 
us at home. (You can see it without the distracting camerawork at www.youtube. 
com/watch?v=JW5XT9cNgZk) And where was George Carlin in the tribute? Last 



I checked, he had sixteen films to his credit. I mean, damn, they included Vampira 
(which, as a fan of '50s horror schlock, I did appreciate) and various publicists and 
studio executives, but no Carlin. I could fill this column with other omissions (Eartha 
Kitt, Sam Bottoms, Robert Prosky, Forrest J Ackerman, Paul Benedict — and that's just 
from last December). 

• Jerry Lewis' acceptance of his humanitarian award was short and to the 
point, and he was looking fit, though the 82-year-old funnyman is beginning to show 
his mileage; he kept doing a weird thing with his jaw, which I don't think was meant 
to be mugging. He seemed a bit pained. 

• That new thing they're doing with the acting awards — having five previous 
winners stand there and soliloquize about the current nominees — was a nice buffer 
for the losers, I guess, but it just added minutes to an already-overlong show. I would 
rather have seen a clip of each actor from the nominated performance, as before. 

• Despite all the tweaking to attract more eyes to the show, after last year's 
poor showing (lowest-rated Oscars ever), Oscar 2009 only showed a six-percent uptick 
from 2008. Hugh Jackman shouldn't be blamed for this; nobody should, really. It's 
just that hardly anyone saw any of the five Best Picture nominees (Jackman even sang 
about how he hadn't seen The Reader yet) — and though the Oscars shouldn't turn 
into a completely populist event honoring only box-office titans, the sad fact is that if 
most Americans don't have a favorite or two to win, there's no drama and therefore 
no audience. Giving the nominated films a wider release would help, or even making 
them available for a limited time on-demand on cable — or streaming video online — 
for about $5 a pop. If the Oscars want to stay relevant, they'd better shake hands with 
technology.
